Mark S. Jackson, prominent for 
many years as a contractor and 
member of various fraternal or¬ 
ders, passed away Thursday morn¬ 
ing at his home, 37 Suffolk Ave¬ 
nue. He had been a resident of 
Sierra Madre about four years, 
most of his life having been spent 
in Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

Mr. Jackson was bom in Me- 
dina, N. Y'., January 28, 1859 .He 
went to Iowa in 1870 and resided 
there until coming to Sierra Mad¬ 
re. In 1885 he married Miss Ad- 
die Cooley who survives him and 
who has given him unceasing 
| care during his last protracted ill- 
1 ness Two daughters also survive, 
Mrs. Inez J. Welling of Los An¬ 
geles and Mrs. I .a lira Corrir ne 
Marks of Chicago, each of whom 
has a litle daughter. 

As a contractor for paving, con¬ 
crete work and sewers, Mr. Jack- 
son was widely known in the mid¬ 
dle west.

When that site was selected by the high 
school district trustees the handicap of be¬ 
ing off a regular transportation line was 
recognized. The trustees, all of whom were, 
of course, Pasadena men, admitted there 
would be a difficulty which coula be met 
only by a special bus line. But they prom¬ 
ised that Sierra Madre pupils would be 
adequately taken care of. The promise was 
made in public meetings and to individual 
tax payers as well. As recently as last 
summer, just before school opened in the 
new building, information was given out to 
the effect that enough buses would be put 
on the route to enable all the pupils to make 
the trip at the same time.

If you find a ton of pennies how 
rich would you be? Or if some one 
gave you 4,000 quarters In a sack 
could you take them home? In 
other words, how much would the 
sack weigh. The Federal Reserve 
bank of New York handles so many 
coins dthly flint it has machines to 
count and weigh them. The turn¬ 
over in coins at this bank averages 
8f> tons a day. Including gold, sil¬ 
ver, copper and nickel, says an ex¬ 
change. Quarters lend this group 
In value, with nickels second and 
dimes third. Since most of the 
business of the bunk is done in 
large sums, the coins are packed 
In sacks of convenient size ami 
weight for handling. A jack con¬ 
taining 4.000 quarters weighs 53 
pounds. Dimes also run 11,000 to 
a 53-pound Img. Fifty bags of 
nickels total $10,000 ; 00 bags of 
pennies weigh a ton and are worth 
$3,000.
